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BAYARD TAYLOR. 


Our dispatch yesterday afternoon stating 
that a report had reached New York, that 
Bayard Taylor, Minister to Germany, dud 
at half past lour that afternoon, proved too 
true. The Secretary of State received a 
telegram from the toited Skates Legation 
at Berlin, which gave toe positive informa­ 
tion that Minister Taylor died at the hour 
reported. 
The death of Taylor is more 
than a national lose. His name was known 
and honored m nearly all lands. His exten­ 
sive traveli, his books which have been 
read bv hundreds of thousands in 
this 
country,and which have beea translated in 
to almost a score of languages, gave him a 
world wide reputation. The life of Bayard 
Taylor has been a remarkable one. Ile be 
gan lite under very modest circumstances, 
and without help, except that which he 
received from unflagging 
industry and 
well-.51reded ambition, he rose to one of 
the highest places in our literature. 
He 
was born in Chester county, Pennsylvania, 
on the lith of January, 1825 ; at the age 
of seventeen began to .learn the printing 
business in a small cilice at West Chester. 
He was exceedingly Industrious and very 
fond of books, and alter working hours de­ 
voted his time to hard study. 
In 1814 he 
went 
to 
Europe 
and 
traveled 
through 
England, 
France, 
Germany, 
Italy, and Switzerland, on foot, and after 
his return home wrote a very entertaining 
and instructive volume 
called “Views 
Afoot.” Shortly after he reached this coun­ 
try, he began the ^publication of a small 
newspaper at Phoenixville, Pennsylvania, 
but did not continue it long. In 1848 he 
wrote frequently lur the New turk Trib­ 
une, and in 1849, became one of the share­ 
holders in that famous journal, 
lie after­ 
wards (1849) visited Calilornia and Mexico, 
and then started on an ^extensive trip 
through Egypt, Syria, fportions of Asia 
Minor, and Europe ; then to Calcutta, 
thenco to China, ani afterwards joined the 
Perry expedition .to Japan. 
In 1802 he 
was appointed Secretary of Legation at 
bt. 
Petersburg, 
a 
position 
he held 
for two or three years. 
In 1874 he again 
Visited Egypt,and attended the millennial 
celebration al Iceland. There is hardly a 
country in the world on w ii ic a Bayard 
Taylor did not set his foot. 
Besides his 
extensive travels he had time to write many 
books cf .ravels, an I poems. Ile was a vol­ 
uminous writer, and probably there is no 
American of this generation who wrote 
more, or whose books have been more 
widely and eagerly read. 
Mr. Taylor was appointed Minister to 
Germany last summer, and the appoint­ 
ment gave universal satisfaction on both 
eidos of the Atlantic. 
His death rn the 
prime of life and in the midst of his use­ 
fulness, will bo deeply mourned in Amer­ 
ica and in Europe.

Next atter * he gre atest, it may be in or­ 
der to notice be oldest ol the existing ob­ 
elisks. This is the one dose to the modern 
village of Matareeab, or the flite of Heli­ 
opolis, in the land of Goshen, near Cairo. 
A simile perpendicular line of hieroglyphics 
ornaments each side and records its erec­ 
tion bv Oeiriaseo I , or probably about 
Ii. C. J.OOO. 
The inscription, with one 
flight exception, is the same on all sides. 
A myriad tit wasps’ nests now completely 
obscure the carvings on two of the sur­ 
faces. 
Authorities differ regarding its 
height, but 09 feet 11 inches is given as the 
latest measurement 
by Marlette 
Bey. 
Nearly six feet of length is buried 
in 
the 
accumulation 
of 
soil 
de­ 
posited by the Nile, and the slooe, even 
at the surface of the ground, presents sad 
evidence cl destruction caused by repeated 
visits of the water. 
The opposite sides 
only are equal, the measurements at the 
base being 0 feet I Inch and G feet 3 inches. 
Pococke gives G feet auJ G feet 4 inches as 
his finding in the same connection.

southern side of the shaft is best preserved, I 
while the western is in the w on* condition 1 
on accouut o f havirg scaled to a poi ut of I 
about IO feet. This obelisk is supposed to 
have stood at the entrance to the great 
Temple of the Sun, where Moses studied 
theology. Remnants of the temenos or 
inclosure of this sanctuary still remain.

000. 
The work of buying horses and ship­ 
ping them was begun in Canada, and about 
400 were sent across the ocean.

buyers employed by the company did not 
secure superior animals, anc! the project 
failed. 
In c need of new blood, however, re­ 
mains, aud, owing to the demand for horses 
from this country and the good prices re­ 
ceived, a company is being formed in this 
city to take up the work ot the Horse Sup­ 
ply Association.

The testimony of Mrs. Mack has probed 
to be one of the most interesting and sen' 
sational features of the present murder 
trial. At times in her testimony her voice 
chokes up and her eyes fill .with tears, but 
at other times when pressed closely in her 
cross-examination she shows a tinge of 
sarcasm and irritability, which plainly in­ 
dicate that she has a strong emotional 
make-up, and her passion is liable to burst 
the flood-gates at any minute. A portion 
of the time she sat with a drug-store alma­ 
nac in her hand by which she was enabled 
to refresh her memory as to dates. The 
crowd outside the rail watch her every 
feature, and listen eagerly to every word 
she utters. Mrs. Mack as veiled is very 
different In appearance from Mrs. Mack 
unveiled. The veil softens the appearance 
of her lace and.renders her rather gentle 
in look, but when one secs the outlines of 
her face clearly, fcthere is marked there 
strong points of masculinity.

bered about that shirt;” and never asked 
him to say "yea” to all I asked him; I gave 
Mr. Marsh a magazine once to give to 
Dickerson; I asked him to take it to Frank 
and have him read the story I had marked; 
I told him it corresponded to the testimo­ 
ny Frank gave it at Beloit; I mid "won’t 
it make him hopping mad, (the wltnoss 
smiled) and also said I would like to be

I \n THREATENED TO KILL 
my husband aud was discharged, did not 
interfere With my friendliness toward 
Dickerson, f or they had made up friends 
before they went to Beloit, when Dicker­ 
son was arrested ; my husband wanted to 
turn him off, and to )k this fuss for aa ex­ 
cuse ; knew my husband didn’t want him 
to work for him. bu: don’t know’ any other 
reason he had for discharging him except 
tao threat to kill him ; I remember of 
Dtckerson’d being arrested by Mr, Wilkins; 
Dickerson came an I told me he was ar­ 
rested; he said, "George has had me ar­ 
rested”; when he first came to our ho ise 
he used to call me "Bin,”

looked tor the revolver before that day, 


most of it was in the hall; I washed the 
stairs the next diy; he wa9 starting up 
when I struck him. aod he turned aul 
wout down stairs; I don’t remember testi­ 
fying at the inquest that he pulled my hair; 
I did testify that he choked me with both 
hands; I did not tell at the inquest about 
any marks on my throat or chest; all I tes­ 
tified to there, I think, was about his grab­ 
bing mo by the drt :s, choking me, and try­ 
ing to push 
me 
down 
stairs; after 
he went down stairs, I followed him 
dowc, and 
oat 
to 
the 
barn ; 
I heard somebody coming down the road 
before I followed him o u t; I did not dress 
his head that night ; dou’t kaow whether 
the voices la the road were those of men 
or women ; after getting out doors I did not 
hear these voices ; in the morning there 
was no blood on the carpet in his room 
and none in the hall below ; don’t remem­ 
ber whether I testified at the inquest that 
there were a few drops of blood on the 
stairs ; I told Dickerson In jail that I was 
sorry I didn’t let Etta go down when her 
father called her, and that I had locked 
her in the room, and should always have 
it to regret. 


I DID LOCK ETTA IN ; 
atter she had gone out in the hall and gone 
back into her room, and I had struck him 
with the pitcher, I locked her in ; she had 
star cd to come out of the room again, and 
I pushed her back in again and locked the 
door ; the key was on the inside of the 
room, and there was a bolt on the door 
again ; I onl? locked it while I was in the 
room, and when I went down stairs again

bathing I went to bed, and heard no more 
until morning; Mack generally called up 
the boys when he was well, but during his 
sickness and after that tor two weeks be­ 
fore his death, whichever one of us woke 
up first called the boys; / slept very sound- 
y that night as I was tired; when I woke 
up in the morning / knew he had not call­ 
ed the boys, because if he had called them 
it would have woke me up; thiuk I called 
them up Friday morning; don’t remember 
who called them Thursday morning; Wed­ 
nesday morning I am sure I called them; 
this Sunday morning I called Watsic, say­ 
ing “Jo, get up 
/ generally called Jo, for 
Dickerson got up about tho same time; 
after calling Watsic / commenced combing 
my hair: don’t know how loog it was 
alter Watsic was called before he got up, 
dressed, went to the barn, ted the horse

THAT WICKED ll USE HAS KILLED HIM. 
I never told Mr. Burton not to go near that 
horse, for she was ugly ; that horse had 
never injured Mack before that season, or 
that he ever struck or kicked him ; did not 
know that the horse had bitten him that 
week, or made any effort to kill him, or 
that Mack had been imperilled by the 
horse that week ; I don't know whether 
any bandage was found Sunday and ex­
